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3 elected 
to Upland 
city posts

With a meager 14.3 ‘percent turnout Tuesday, 
Upland voters returned incumbent Frank Hoover 
and ‘appointed-incumbent Frank Carpenter to the 
a Council along with challenger Dina Hunter, who 

has pledged now to resign as president of the Upland 
school board. 

For two of the three council seats, the race was 
uneventful as Hoover and Carpenter placed either 
first or second in all of the city’s 19 precincts, 
winning with 2,279 and 2,159 votes, respectively. 

Hunter’s victory with 1,480 votes was the sur- 
prise. Challengers Greg Annigian and Henry 
“‘Hank’’ Houston posed some strong opposition in 
three precincts, but the final tallies told the story. 

Annigian ran a close fourth, receiving 1,267 votes. 
Houston was close behind with 1,213 votes. Jean 
Raymond, who withdrew from the race after the 
ballots were printed, received 265 votes — enough 
possibly to change the outcome of the election. 

Upland saw 3,139 of its 21,934 registered voters 
— to the polls Tuesday. City Clerk Dee 

ne had no explanation for the light turnout. 

incts with the greatest turnout were 12 and 
13 in the center of the city, and precinct 1 in the 
northeast. These had 19.5, 17.5 and 17. 6 percent voter 
turnout, respectively. Those with the fewest voters 
were precincts 8 and 9, in southwest Upland, with 8 
and 9 percent voter turnout, respectively. 

The 203 absentee ballots — as the myth goes — 
predicted the outcome of the results to alow, 


sp gy eed and the incumbents. 
“For time I had to put into it (the cam- 


paign)... I feel fortunate,’’ Hoover said after his 
victory. He credited his success to publicist Helen 
Eisworth, his committee headed by Carol and 
Richard Anderson, and to his endorsements. 

“’m extremely pleased,’’ Carpenter said, and 
offered his condolences to the losing candidates. 
“We all grew real close during the campaign... it 
was a real clean campaign,”’ he said. “I would have 
enjoyed serving with any of them.” 

Carpenter said he expects this new council will 
work well as a team. “I still feel the biggest issue 
facing us is the budget,” he noted, and this council 
will have to “‘set a trend” by establishing - fiscal 
priorities to deal with limited revenues. “It’s not 
going to be easy,’’ Carpenter said. 

Hunter expressed exhaustion with her joy. “I 
have never been through such a trying experience,” 
she said; referring to the close race between her, 
Annigian and Houston. “It was worse than giving 
birth,’’ she laughed. 

She attributed her victory to a large, active 
campaign committee. “I won the race... because of 





a lot of people and a lot of footwork,” she said. “We 
did eve 
effort. 

Hunter noted that endorsements from Assembly- 
man Jim Cramer and Upland Councilwoman Ina 
Petokas were a major booms. “They really added to 
my credibility,” she ‘said: -* 
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Upland Porm have a posi-

Survey results were released 
last week by the students’ profes- 
sor, Michael Viera. The survey 
was conducted by four students 
making telephone calls between 
Feb. 23 and March 15. 

With 323 interviews represent- 
ing Upland’s nearly 50,000 resi- 
dents, the students estimate a 6 
percent margin for error — 
meaning their results are within 
6 percent of the actual response 
of the population as a whole. 

The students’ report on the 
results states, ‘‘All things consid- 
ered, the Upland Police Depart- 
ment has a strong community 
image and dissatisfaction with 
police services is minimal.” 

Those who did express dissatis- 
faction were those who had the 
most frequent contact with the 
police, the report stated, specifi- 
cally youth in low-income areas. 

“This could be reflective of 
alleged youth harassment or a 
higher frequency of contact with 
gang members in certain low- 
income areas. 

‘Support for this line of reason- 
ing comes from the suggestions 
of many respondents in support 
of. more teen involvement pro- 
grams or a more concentrated 
effort by police to interact with 
youth on a friendly level instead 
(of) limiting contact to that of a

The students reasoned that Up- 
land residents support their po- 
lice because, although 44 percent 


were not aware of such a need, 39 


percent said they would support 
the building of a new police 
facility. 

“This suggests strong commu- 
nity support for the police be- 
cause respondents who aren’t 
even sure of the adequacy of the 
present police facility are willing 
to support construction of a new 
facility, even if it may not be 
needed,” the report states..

Residents like city police, 
want new freeway in poll 


Residents in the freeway corri- 
dor offered the greatest support 
to the freeway. Nearly 80 percent 
of those living between 16th and 
19th streets said they favored the 
Foothill Freeway. About two- 
thirds (65 and 66 percent) of the 
respondents in the other regions 
said they approved of the free- 
way. 

The students expressed some 
surprise at these results. ‘Hav- 
ing a freeway in one’s backyard 
is not normally thought of as a 
desirable real estate amenity,” 
the report states. aie ee Pan 
survey nts’ city location 
was satay correlated with 
Foothill Freeway location.” 

Those who said they were ei- 


ther “very interested” or “fairly 


interested’”’ in the April 13 City 
Council elections totaled 56 per- 
cent. Those red to vote 
April 13 totaled 65 percent; the 
survey found that those living in 
Upland the longest were more 
likely to be registered voters and 
hold interest in this municipal 
election.

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Three counties back All-River Plan

San Bernardino, River- 
side and Orange counties 
gave their support Tues- 
day to a compromise pro- 
posal for a_ phased 
approach to design work 
on the massive All-River 
Plan for flood control 
along the Santa Ana Riv- 
er. 

In separate actions, the 
boards of supervisors of 
each county passed a res- 

. olution that calls for Con- 
gress to appropriate 
funds toward construction 
of channels in Orange 
County and raising Prado 
Dam to its authorized 
height while holding off 
on further funding for up- 
stream design work. 

The $1 billion All-River 
Plan has prompted con- 
troversy in the areas sur- 
rounding the proposed 
Mentone Dam in San Ber- 
nardino County. 

The resolutions 
stemmed from a letter 
last month by William 
Gianelli, assistant secre- 
tary of the Army in 
charge of civil works. In 
that capacity, Gianelli 
has responsibility over 
the Army Corps of Engi- 
neers, which is designing 
the project. 

Gianelli said, in the let- 
ter to board Chairman 
Bruce Nestande of Or- 
ange County, ‘“‘I have 
been increasingly trou- 
bled by.discussions with 
various interests, includ- 
ing yourself and those 
representing upstream 
groups, over the pros- 
pects of being able to 
proceed to construction 
with the All-River Plan. 

“Although the district 
engineer (of the corps) 
indicated in 1980 when he 
submitted the report that 
there was local support 
for the plan which in- 
cludes Mentone Reser- 
voir, I am finding many 
questions and concerns 
are now being raised by 
jurisdictions in the upper 
part of the (Santa Ana 
River) basin.”’ 

Gianelli suggested the 
compromise of a staged 
approach of development 
to the All-River Plan. Bob 
Hammock, chairman of 
the San Bernardino Coun- 
ty board, met Monday 
with Nestande and Kay 
Ceniceros of the River- 
side County board to 
work out the language. 

Al Reid, assistant ad- 
ministrative officer for 
San Bernardino County, 
said the resolution was 
passed with the under- 
standing that upstream 
flood control of some kind 
will be needed to prevent 
flooding exceeding the 
authoryed capacity | 
Prado Da 


TiO. 


In the resolutions, the 
three counties agree that 
further study of the Men- 
tone Dam and possible 
alternatives, such as a 
series of smaller dams in 
nearby canyons, is need- 
ed before authorization of 
construction in the up- 
stream one-third of the 
All-River Plan area. 

Local Supervisor Robert 
Townsend, whose district 
includes Prado Dam, said 
the resolution did not de- 


part from the county’s 
recent testimony in 
Washington on the All- 
River Plan and does not 
conflict with previous 
county positions. 

However, the compro- 
mise would lessen the 
fears in Orange County 
that all work on the plan 
would be stalled because 
of opposition to the Men- 
tone Dam, which the 
Corps of Engineers has 
recommended as the best 


way to control flooding 
upsteam. 

On March 22, the San 
Bernardino County board 
hinged its approval of fu- 
ture design work in the 
Mentone area to satisfac- 
tory completion of studies 
answering questions 
about six concerns, rang- 
ing from the dam siting 
itself to its impact on 
land use. 

The corps is currently 
seeking an appropriation 


of $3.4 million for addi- 
tional planning and begin- 
ning design work.

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Sunkist will 
pay fine for 
polluting air 


The Sunkist plant in Ontario this week agreed to 
pay a $250 fine for polluting the air. 

An attorney for the citrus processing plant, West 
Valley prosecutors and an official of the South Coast 
Air Quality Management District (SCAQMD) 
reached the negotiated settlement during a hearing 
in West Valley Municipal Court. 

The company agreed Thursday to pay the $200 

fine, which is half of the fine allowed by law, and in 
¢ return the misdemeanor air pollution charge will be 
& dismissed when the case is called back to court May 
5 6, said SCAQMD investigator Carl Fountain. 
The agency’s inspectors observed dark gray 
& smoke coming from one of the boiler smoke stacks 
< st the Ontario plant last May 20 and cited the 
company for poliuting the air. ‘The smoke was 
visible for a considerable distance,” Fountain said. 

The company discharged boiler smoke into the 
air longer than is allowed by the SCAQMD’s rules, 
Fountain said. The rule permits such smoke to be 
pumped into the air for only three minutes every 
hour. 

Fountain said Sunkist technicians blamed the 
excessive smoke on a Clogged filter, which upset the 
air-fuel ratio. The burning oil is used to heat water 
to cook and process citrus products. 

The air quality agency agreed to the compromise 
settlement after the Sunkist plant successfully com- 
pleted a six-month probationary period after being 
cited, Fountain said. 

The SCAQMD’s inspectors monitor plants for air 
pollution and perform spot checks with no warning 
at any time, including nights and weekends, Foun- 
tain said. 


County takes water funds 


The San Bernardino County Board of Supervisors 
has accepted a $187,900 state allocation to complete 
a water well at the Chino Airport that will have a 
flow of 3,500 gallons a minute in a firefighting 
situation. 

By accepting the money, the county has comniuit- 
ted itself to spending $20,000 to match those funds, 
said Phil Lock, county airport division director.

“It was a victory for us, 
because you don’t want to 
invite legal suits,” said 
Tom Homan, assistant 
general manager of the 
Chino Basin Municipal 
Water District. 

Chino Basin certified the 
environmental report in 
March. Since that action, 
the Norco City Council 
and the boards of the 
Western Municipal Water 
District and the Jurupa 
Community Services Dis- 
trict have authorized suit 
against Chino Basin. 
Representatives of the 
three Riverside County 
governments have ex- 
pressed concerns over the 
potential pollution of their 
wells by Chino Basin’s 
proposed reclamation of 


treated wastewater, mak- 
ing it part of the area’s 
underground supply. 


Jim Anderson, executive 
officer for the regional 
board, said the board’s 

majority did not want to 
discourage reclamation 
projects by recommend- 
ing a suit by the attorney 
general’s office. The cost 
of litigation was another 
factor in the board’s deci- 
sion, he added. 


Both he and Homan not- 
ed that the regional board 
would still have control 
over permits required for 
the reclamation project 
and could withhold those 
permits in the future if 
concerned about the 
threat of pollution.

Concert Choir to sing 


The Concert Choir of Claremont McKenna, Har- 
vey Mudd, Pitzer and Scripps Colleges will be 
presented in their annual Spring Concert on Friday 
and Saturday at 8:15 p.m. in Bridges Hall of Music, 
Pomona College. This year’s concert marks the 
observance of 250 years since Haydn’s birth with his 
Mass in Time of War. Faculty soloists include 
MaryBeth Haag, soprano; Jane O’Donnell, mezzo- 
soprano; and Dennis Heath, tenor, all of Scripps 
College, and Elwood Peterson, baritone, of Pomona 
College. 

The Concert Choir will be accompanied on the 
Mass by the Claremont Chamber Orchestra, a 
recently organized ensemble of Claremont area 
musicians and advanced student musicans of the 
Claremont Colleges. The orchestra will open will 
open the concert with Haydn’s Symphony No. 83 in 
G minor, known as “‘La Poule’’ (The Hen). 

Conducting the Concert Choir and Chamber 
Orchestra in their performance will be Michael 
Deane Lamkin, Professor of Music for the Colleges. 
In addition to his conduction duties with the highly- 
acclaimed Concert choir and Chamber Choir, Mr. 
Lamkin lectures in musicology. 

The title of the Mass in Time of War reflects the 
troubled state of Europe during the 1790’s. Com- 
posed in 1796, the Mass represents Haydn’s highest 
achievement in synthesis of choral, solo, and orches- 
tral styles. Symphony No. 83, composed in 1785, 
illustrates some of the new freedoms Haydn incorpo- 
rated in his later commissioned symphonies, in this 
case a request from a Parisian Concert Series. The 
nickname ‘“‘The Hen’? comes from a particularly 
descriptive rhythmic passage found in the work. 

The concerts are free and open to the public.

© Pain Foundation, known for his early experiments to 
determine the functions of the right hemisphere of 
the brain, will give a talk, ‘Split Brain and Human 
Duality,” Friday at 2:30 p.m. in Avery Auditorium 
at Pitzer College.

A.L. woodsculptor 
tries sculpting tree

Generally a tree is found outdoors, 
its roots burrowing deep into the soil. 

. It requires plenty of water and sun- 
shine and usually loses its leaves about 
once a year. 

But within the next few months, Ed 
Jaunzemis and his 70-year-old grand- 
father Arnold will ignore traditional 
habitats and install a 900-pound tree in 
the living room of an Alta Loma home. 

Jaunzemis isn’t a botanist, nor is he 
a frustrated homebuilder attempting to 
overcome a lousy market by offering a 
unique product. 

For the past six years Jaunzemis has 
been a woodsculptor — that ancient 
occupation whereby man pits himself 
against a chunk of wood and shapes it 
into an image. 

Ironically, one of his most intricate 
projects has been to transform the 
stuff of trees into — of all things — a 
tree. 

“I wanted to attempt something 
big,” Jauzemis said, standing in his 
garage workshop where the tree is 
being sculpted. 

“You try to sell imagination,” he 
said of his work. ‘I learned how to do 
it because I had to do it and I wanted 
to do it and I don’t want to work for 
someone else.” ; 

Seven years ago, as a mechanical 
engineer, Jaunzemis wasn’t so enthu- 
siastic. 

Bored with his job, he took advan- 
tage of a long convalescence and 
decided to make a career change. 


a kind of fell into woodcarving,”’ he 
said. 
The work wasn’t easy at first but 
Jaunzemis said he learned to handle 
his tools and soon he was making signs 
for shops. 

“Signs were really the fatherhood of 
the company,” he said. 

But he says that listening to people 
enabled him to branch out into other 
areas. : 


‘People are interested in your atti- 


tude,” he said. “An attitude shows and 
nobody’s going to buy from you if 
you’re arrogant.”’ 

But, Jaunzemis admits, selling his 
work. at art fairs also gave him new 
insights. 

“People are really funny,” he said. 
‘“‘We’ve had months when we hit a 
point where we'll sell six or seven 
ships and then all of a sudden all you'll 
sell is moons. It’s just something in the 
air.” 

For several years before he brought 
in his grandfather, his only helper was 
his wife Claudia, who did the. wood 
coloring. 

His grandfather, Arnold Jaunzemis, 
who was a lampmaker, agreed to try 
something different. 

“He was bored too,” the grandson 
said. “So he came to work with me.” 

Challenges, he said, are one of the 
more interesting aspects of the busi- 
ness. 

Although trees are central to. many 
of Modurustic’s pieces, nothing on the 
scale of McColl’s tree had been at- 
tempted by the grandson-grandfather 
team.
